beyond the minor office fees, and to re­ 
lease from payment those who *..*ve 
heretofore settled on these lands. The 
number of acres involved, according 
to an estimate made by the eoinmis- 
skmer of the general 
land 
office, is 
33,252,541, which would have yielded 
the government at the prices hereto­ 
fore established $35,343,006. 
To offset 
this statement, it was brought out dur­ 
ing the debate that those who had set­ 
tled upon them were unable to 
make 
payment by reason of the scanty prod­ 
ucts of the scil.

A bill is being 
drafted under the 
direction of Secretary of State Casson 
which will be bailed with delight by 
many of the old soldiers of Wisconsin. 
When Col. Thomas Allen was secretary 
of state in 1867, a law was passed re­ 
quiring him to send to the couuty 
clerks of the state a list of Wisconsin 
deserters from the Union army during 
the War of the Rebellion. 
The law 
also provided that several clerks send 
copies of such list to every voting pre­ 
cinct in their several counties. 
Secre­ 
tary Allen secured the names of the 
deserters 
from 
the 
War 
depart­ 
ment in Washington and preceded to 
execute the order. 
Since that time it 
has come to light, that many of the 
men listed as deserters by the war de­ 
partment were in fact the best of sol­ 
diers. 
A great number were in hospi­ 
tals at the time the list was compiled, 
and as there w s no record of their 
discharge, they were put down as de­ 
serters. 
Oth.rs were in the ranks 
fighting, but the men ii- charge of 
making the list were anxious to get 
the matter out of 
the way, ard cid 
what seemed the easiest thing under 
the circumstances. 
In 1896 a law was enacted repealing 
the act of two years before, but lists 
as sent out are suit a matter of record 
in the secretary of state’s office, and it 
is presumed are also on file in the 
offices of the several county Clerks. 
Secretary Casson purposes

these li*te called iu by liw and de­ 
stroyed.
